HOME TREATMENT FOR

RYNESS of the mouth and 
A? \tps is not at all uncommon; 
many people-who feel perfectly 
well experience it from time to 
tlme, but usually it docs not 
bring'a person to o doctor un- 
less it becomes protonged. : 


Middle-aged and elderly 
women are the most frequent 
sufferers from this latter ype of 
mouth ‘dryness,  eclentifically 
known as xerostomta. In some 
cases It is. so pronounced that 
tho patient is unable to chew 
and swallow. food. 


Common Causes 


According to Dr Atterbury, 
the most common cases of this 
condition-are fever, diabetes, 
chronic kidney inflammation, 
long-continued inflammation of 
the stomach, lack of  thyro!d 
secretion, ‘constlpition,. severe 
anaemia or lack of colouring In 
the blood, deficiency of vitamins, 
mumps, or change of lIife,.. 


Thero are still other causes,’ 
fuch as X-ray treatments ‘to 
the lower parts of the . Lace, 
resulting in’ the’ wasting of tha 
glands which. form the saliva. 
Of course, dryness of the mouth 
may develop for a short period 
of time, a8 a. result of fear,:
